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GEORGE  BRINLEY. 


George  Brinley's  interest  in  American  books  as  illustrative  of  the 
history  and  progress  of  his  country,  may  have  been  due  in  large  part 
to  his  sense  of  his  own  close  relation  to  that  history  through  his 
ancestry.  He  was  descended  from  a  family  which  can  be  traced  far 
back  in  England,  represented  at  the  time  of  the  Commonwealth  by 
Thomas  Brinley,  "Auditor-General  of  the  Revenues  of  King  Charles 
ye  First  and  Second,"  as  he  is  called  in  the  inscription  on  his  tomb 
in  the  old  church  of  Datchet,  near  Windsor.  His  son  Francis,  born 
in  1632,  received  a  grant  (whether  of  land  or  of  office  does  not 
appear)  in  the  island  of  Barbadoes,  as  an  offset  to  the  losses  sus- 
tained by  the  family  in  consequence  of  loyalty  to  the  throne,  but 
not  finding  the  island  to  his  taste  as  a  place  of  residence,  he  came 
(about  1652)  to  Newport  in  Rhode  Island,  where  he  became  a  lead- 
ing citizen,  and  was  "Assistant"  of  Rhode  Island  in  1672.  He 
wrote  "A  brief  Account  of  the  several  Settlements  .  .  .  about 
Narraganset  Bay,  in  New  England,"  which  was  printed  in  the  Massa- 
chusetts Historical  Society's  Collections,  ist  series,  vol.  5,  p.  216. 
He  had  what  was  in  those  days  a  good  library  for  New  England,  a 
catalogue  of  which  is  preserved,  and  was  published  in  the  New  Eng- 
land Historical  and  Genealogical  Register  in  1858  (Vol.  12,  p.  75). 
It  gives  the  titles  of  337  volumes,  divided  into  "  Law  Books,"  "  Books  of 
Divinity,"  and  "  Books  of  Several  Sorts,  viz.:  Philosophers,  etc.,"  and 
the  books  named  are  the  standard  works  of  his  time  —  law,  history,  and 
philosophy  being  the  leading  subjects.  Perhaps  a  perusal  of  this 
catalogue  may  have  aroused  a  desire  in  the  young  George  Brinley's 
mind  to  emulate  his  bibliophilic  ancestor. 

Francis  Brinley's  son  Thomas  removed  to  Boston,  was  a  member 
of  the  Ancient  and  Honorable  Artillery  Company  in  1681,  and  "a 
founder  of  King's  Chapel."  He  removed  to  England  and  died  there, 
but  his  son  Francis  returned  to  America,  became  the  heir  of  his 
grandfather,  and  built  a  house  at  Roxbury  modeled  after  the  old 
family  mansion  at  Datchet,  England,  but  on  a  smaller  scale.  He 
built  a  family  tomb  in  the  King's  Chapel  burying  ground,  where  lie 
the  remains  of  the  family  for  several  generations.     His  grandson 


George  married  Catherine  Putnam,  grand-daugiiter  of  General  Israel 
Putnam,  and  to  them  was  born  in  Boston,  on  May  15,  181 7,  George 
Brinley,  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  About  1840  the  family  removed 
to  Hartford.  George  was  for  a  short  time  only  engaged  in  active 
business,  but  found  occupation  during  the  larger  part  of  his  life  as 
trustee  and  executor  of  certain  estates ;  these  duties  left  him  leisure 
for  the  pursuit  to  which  he  early  devoted  himself,  —  the  collecting  of 
a  library  of  Americana.  He  married  a  niece  of  Daniel  Wadsworth, 
founder  of  the  Wadsworth  Athenaeum  in  Hartford.  Daniel  Wads- 
worth's  father  was  Colonel  Jeremiah  Wadsworth,  a  commissary-gene- 
ral of  the  Continental  army,  and  agent  for  the  French  army  in 
America.  It  was  a  singular  circumstance  that  while  Mr.  Brinley  was 
descended,  through  his  mother,  from  General  Putnam  of  Revolution- 
ary fame,  a  grand-uncle  of  his  was  commissary-general  of  the  British 
army,  and  his  wife's  grand-uncle  occupied  the  same  position  on  the 
American  side  in  that  struggle.  All  these  associations  doubtless 
stimulated  his  antiquarian  tastes  and  made  his  work  doubly  interest- 
ing to  him.  For  more  than  thirty  years  he  was  an  industrious  col- 
lector and  became  one  of  the  most  intelligent  and  skillful  buyers  in 
the  field.  He  was  never  a  mere  collector,  but  his  books  were  his 
library,  which  he  delighted  to  have  about  him,  and  with  the  contents 
of  which  he  was  largely  familiar. 

As  this  catalogue  shows,  he  had  a  fair  representation  of  every 
department  of  Americana.  The  aborigines,  the  discovery,  the  early 
voyages,  the  coloni.T.1  period,  the  Revolution,  the  religious  controver- 
sies and  sects,  —  Independents,  Quakers,  Baptists,  etc.,  —  Bibles  and 
psalmody,  the  works  of  the  Mathers  and  other  leaders,  witchcraft, 
early  almanacs.  State  and  local  history,  the  development  of  the  Great 
West  —  all  these  were  included  in  his  scope.  But  he  made  a  special 
effort  in  the  direction  of  "first  things  "  in  Americana.  He  secured 
a  few  of  the  Mexican  imprints  of  the  middle  of  the  sixteenth  century 
to  represent  the  earliest  printing  on  the  continent,  as  well  as  the 
first  issues  of  Boston  and  Cambridge,  of  New  York,  of  Philadelphia, 
and  of  a  multitude  of  other  places,  in  some  of  which  the  art  of  print- 
ing seems  to  have  died  in  its  infancy. 

As  Mr.  Brinley  went  on  in  his  work  he  developed  the  natural  and 
necessary  traits  of  the  book-hunter.  By  knowing  his  books  thor- 
oughly he  gained  an  advantage  over  many  of  the  buyers  with  whom 
he  had  to  compete,  and  he  was  not  lacking  in  the  shrewdness  and 
tact  needed  in  such  a  pursuit.  To  conduct  to  a  successful  issue  a 
"  still-hunt "  for  a  long  desired  treasure,  to  pay  a  price  for  a  book,  or 
a  single  leaf,  which  makes  half-informed  competitors  stand  aghast,

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and  then  refuse  double  the  amount  from  someone  whose  eyes  are 
opened  a  little  too  late,  —  to  secure  a  perfect  copy  of  a  book  by 
piecing  together  portions  bought  at  different  times  and  places  and  at 
slight  -ipense,  —  these  and  others  like  them  are  the  joys  of  the  book- 
hunter's  life,  which  Mr.  Brinley  often  experienced  and  for  which  he 
had  a  keen  relish. 

Two  years  before  his  death  he  made  his  most  important  single 
purchase.  A  German  bookseller,  Cohn  of  Leipzig,  advertised  a  copy 
of  the  so-called  "Mazarine"  Bible  at  4,000  thalers  (see  no.. 5839  in 
this  catalogue).  A  little  later,  when  it  was  about  to  be  offered  in 
London  by  Asher  &  Co.,  and  several  English  buyers  were  on  the 
gut  vive  in  anticipation  of  an  opportunity  to  haggle  over  it,  Mr.  Brin- 
ley, feeling  confidence  in  the  future  of  this  typographic  treasure, 
tele'^raphed  orders  to  Mr.  Henry  Stevens,  his  agent  in  London,  to 
buy  it  for  him,  so  that  when  it  was  received  at  Asher's  London  store, 
it  was  already  his  property,  and  the  Englishmen  were  left  in  the 
lurch.  In  this  transaction  Mr.  Brinley  displayed  the  qualities  which 
always  marked  him  as  a  buyer,  —  knowledge  of  the  market,  faith  in 
the  increasing  value  of  book  rarities,  and  celerity  in  seizing  upon  a 
bargain,  while  others,  to  whom  it  was  equally  open,  hesitated.  A 
passage  from  the  letter  which  Mr.  Stevens  wrote  to  his  New  York 
agents  in  consigning  this  precious  parcel  is  worth  quoting  as  a  fine 
example  of  the  veneration  felt  for  such  a  book  by  a  genuine  book- 
lover.  "  Pray  ponder  for  a  moment.  .  .  the  rarity  and  import- 
ance of  this  consignment  from  the  Old  to  the  New  World.  Jt  is  not 
only  the  first  Bible,  but  it  is  a  fine  copy  of  the  first  book  ever  printed. 
It  was  read  in  Europe  nearly  half  a  century  before  America  was  dis- 
covered. Therefore  in  view  of  these  considerations,  please  to  sug- 
gest to  your  deputy  at  the  seat  of  customs  to  uncover  his  head  while 
in  the  presence  of  this  first  Book,  and  never  for  a  moment  to  tur' 
his  back  upon  it  while  the  case  is  open.  Let  no  ungodly  or  thieving 
politician  lay  eyes  or  hands  upon  it.  The  sight  can  now  do  him  no 
good,  while  the  Bible  may  suffer.  Let  none  of  Uncle  Sam's  Custom 
House  officials,  or  other  men  in  or  out  of  authority  see  it  without 
first  reverentially  lifting  their  hats.  It  is  not  permitted  to  every  man 
to  visit  the  Hub,  nor  is  it  possible  for  many  ever  to  touch  or  even 
see  a  Mazarine  Bible." 

While  this  purchase  was  not  exactly  in  Mr.  Brinley's  line,  it  was 
but  the  addition  to  his  collection  of  "  first  things  "  of  the  greatest 
"first  thing"  of  all,  and  the  event  justified  his  promptness  in  secur- 
ing it  even  at  a  comparatively  large  outlay  for  a  single  work. 

Just  in  the  prime  of  life  and  while  he  was  still  actively  at  work

for  the  increase  of  his  already  remarkable  collection,  Mr.  Brinley 
was  stricken  down. 

In  the  winter  of  1874-5  he  was  in  Florida  for  his  health,  and  was 
attacked  by  a  malarial  fever  whicii  seriously  undermined  his  system. 
In  the  spring  he  went  to  the  Bermudas,  hoping  to  be  benefited  by  the 
change,  but  the  disease  had  taken  too  strong  a  hold  to  be  shaken  ofT, 
and  he  died  there  on  the  i6th  of  May,  1875.  He  was  much  mourned 
in  Hartford,  where  he  was  known  as  an  upright  and  public-spirited 
citizen,. filling  various  positions  of  trust  and  influence.  He  was  a 
trustee  of  the  Wadsworth  Athentcum,  and  also  president  of  the  board 
of  trustees  of  the  Watkinson  Library  of  Reference,  in  which  institu- 
tion he  was  deeply  interested,  taking  an  important  share  of  the  work 
of  selecting  and  buying  the  books.  The  collection  is  admitted  to  be 
among  the  very  best  in  the  country. 

Mr.  Brinley's  work  with  books  had  brought  him  into  close  and 
pleasant  relations  with  others  interested  in  the  same  pursuits,  and 
with  the  public  libraries  making  a  specialty  of  Americana.  By  his 
will  the  entire  library  was  bequeathed  to  his  wife,  and  on  her  death 
intestate,  not  long  after,  the  family  agreed  that  it  should  be  disposed 
of  according  to  a  memorandum  left  by  Mr.  Brinley  expressing  his 
wishes  with  regard  to  it.  In  order  to  show  his  gratitude  for  favors 
received  and  his  interest  in  the  objects  for  which  these  institutions 
were  established,  and  at  the  same  time  to  secure  to  some  extent  the 
distribution  of  his  books  where  they  would  be  of  the  most  service,  he 
directed  that  when  his  library  was  sold  at  auction,  as  he  desired  it 
should  be,  the  following  institutions  should  be  allowed  to  buy  up  to 
the  amounts  named  without  making  any  payments,  —  a  gift  of  ^24,500 
worth  of  his  books  :  — 

Yale  College, $10,000 

American  Antiquarian  Society,  ....    5,000 

Watkinson  Library, S)0°o 

New  York  Historical  Society,    .....    2,500 
Pennsylvania  Historical  Society,        ....    2,000 

This  proved  to  be  a  wise  and  successful  method  of  securing  the 
objects  he  had  in  view,  and  the  gift  was  most  highly  appreciated  by 
the  beneficiaries.  Each  was  enabled  to  make  a  selection  of  such  of 
Mr.  Brinley's  books  as  it  needed,  so  that  in  the  simplest  and  most 
natural  way  the  results  of  his  labors  in  collecting  inured  to  the  bene- 
fit of  the  institutions  most  likely  to  profit  by  them. 

By  no  other  method  could  these  objects  have  been  so  well  and 
satisfactorily  attained.     The  gift  to  any  one  institution  of  the  entire 
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library,  or  any  given  portion  of  it,  would  have  resulted  in  extensive 
duplication  of  books  already  owned,  and  only  by  the  open  competi- 
tion of  the  aucti  in  room  ccald  an  equltp'  j  and  satisfactory  distribu- 
tion to  several  institutions,  such  as  Mr.  Brinley  wished  to  make,  be 
accomplished. 

But  exception  has  been  taken  to  this  method  of  procedure  by 
Dr.  Justin  Winsor,  Librarian  of  Harvard  University,  in  a  note  in  the 
first  volume  of  his  "  Narrative  and  Critical  History  of  America,"  and 
also,  in  almost  the  same  language,  in  an  article  by  him  in  the  Atlantic 
Monthly  for  March,  1886.  Dr.  Winsor  refers  to  this  provision  for 
the  benefit  of  certain  libraries  as  a  "new  device,"  and  says  that  "  the 
result  was  a  stimulated  competition,  which  practically  saved  the  estate 
from  loss  to  the  heirs  by  reason  of  such  public  bequests,  and  pro- 
duced an  inflation  of  prices  of  which  all  later  purchasers  of  Ameri- 
cana have  experienced  the  ill  effects." 

This  is  a  somewhat  plausible  view,  but  on  examination  of  the 
facts  in  the  case  is  found  to  be  so  devoid  of  truth  as  to  make  it  quite 
unworthy  of  exploitation  by  such  a  writer  in  so  public  and  apparently 
authoritative  a  manner.  It  may  freely  be  admitted  that  such  an 
arrangement  as  that  made  by  Mr.  Brinley  does  interfere  somewhat 
with  the  bona  fide  character  of  an  auction  sale  and  ox  the  prices 
secured.  But  it  is  an  open  question  whether  the  effect  in  this  case 
was  to  enhance  princes  or  to  lower  them.  The  latter  view  is  held  by 
some  good  judges,  who  think  that  intending  buyers  were  often  pre- 
vented from  bidding  by  the  appearance  of  unequal  competition,  and 
that  the  prices  therefore  ran  below,  rather  than  above,  the  normal. 
In  the  case  of  the  Cooke  sale,  which  Dr.  Winsor  refers  to  in  his  note 
as  a  similar  one,  it  is  notorious  that  the  prices  obtained  were  extremely 
low,  and  that  the  estate  secured  hardly  enough  to  pay  the  expenses 
of  the  sale. 

In  view  of  what  has  been  said,  it  is  quite  beyond  reasonable  be- 
lief that  a  collection  which  would  otherwise  sell  for  $100,000  brought 
one-fourth  more  through  the  influence  of  a  "  stimulated  competition  " 
resulting  from  the  loose  bidding  of  the  beneficiaries,  and  the  argu- 
ment on  general  principles  is  well  sustained  by  the  facts  in  the  case. 
If  good  and  sometimes  high  prices  were  paid  in  the  Brinley  sales,  it 
is  far  from  clear  on  what  solid  evidence  can  be  based  a  claim  that 
they  were  "  inflated  "  or  have  had  the  injurious  effect  on  the  market 
ascribed  to  them  by  Dr.  Winsor.  There  were  certain  natural  causes 
for  a  "stimulated  competition  "  at  these  sales. 

The  books  were  such  as  are  seldom  offered,  their  condition  almost 
invariably  excellent  and  from  that  to  "superlative,"  and  the  cata- 
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logue  displayed  their  good  points  with  rare  intelligence  and  fullness. 
The  character  of  the  library  was  well  known  to  buyers  interested  in 
such  books,  and  its  coming  under  the  hammer  had  been  eagerly 
anticipated.  What  wonder  if  the  well  recognized  tendency  of  books 
of  this  class  to  appreciate  rapidly  in  value  should  have  received 
marked  illustration  in  such  a  sale .'  It  is  quite  safe  to  say  that  had 
the  same  prices  been  paid  without  the  presence  of  any  such  feature 
as  that  of  these  benefactions,  most  of  them  would  have  been  accepted 
as  quite  normal.  In  fact,  they  have  constantly  been  quoted  as 
indicative  cf  the  normal  advance  in  the  prices  of  this  kind  of  litera- 
ture, and  have  not  been  ruled  out  as  artificial  or  inflated. 

Dr.  Winsor  himself  has  cited  some  of  them  to  good  effect  in  a 
later  paper  on  the  "  Early  Sources  of  American  History  "  published 
in  the  proceedings  of  the  Massachusetts  Historical  Society  for  1894. 
In  a  note  appended  to  these  pages  will  be  found  some  comparisons 
of  prices  of  what  may  be  taken  as  representative  books  in  different 
departments,  intended  to  show  that  the  prices  secured  at  the  Brinley 
sales  are  near  enough  to  the  normal  to  make  it  a  matter  of  doubt 
whether  they  were  above  or  below,  and  to  illustrate  the  futility  ol  the 
claim  that  there  was  so  large  an  inflation  as  to  bring  back  the  amount 
given  away  by  Mr.  Brinley,  and  to  make  his  generosity  appear  but  a 
covert  sort  of  thrift.  With  a  reference  to  this  note  the  subject  is 
gladly  dismissed. 

While  Mr.  Brinley's  collection  was,  in  his  own  estimation,  far 
from  complete,  it  is  worthy  of  note  that  the  present  catalogue,  in  its 
five  parts,  is  far  superior  as  an  exhibit  of  the  literature  known  as 
Americana,  to  any  other  catalogue  yet  printed.  This  is  doubtless 
due  in  part  to  the  intimate  bibliographic?!  knowledge  of  the  subject, 
and  the  consummate  skill  in  arrangement  displayed  by  the  compiler 
and  editor,  Dr.  J.  Hammond  Trumbull;  but  it  remains  true  that  the 
collection  itself  was  beyond  all  others  ever  made  in  this  country  in 
its  representation  of  every  field  of  Americana  by  the  rarest  and 
intrinsically  most  valuable  publications,  in  unusually  good  condition. 
To  read  the  catalogue  is  a  liberal  education  in  American  bibliography, 
and  it  will  for  many  years  be  a  vai/e  mecum  of  librarians  and  others 
interested  in  the  history  of  books  and  of  culture  in  this  country.  Its 
price-lists  also,  except  for  the  constant  movement  in  book  values, 
form  the  best  list  to  be  had  of  prices  current  in  this  department  of 
literature. 

A  word  seems  in  place  as  to  the  great  public  service  rendered  by 
one  who  collects  such  a  library  as  the  one  here  catalogued.  The 
fact  is  often  overlooked  that  beyond  the  mere  money  invested  in

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PREFACE. 


Fn  compliance  witii  positive  directions  given  by  the  late  Mr.  Georsre 
lirinley,  liis  whole  collection  of  books  relating  to  America  will  be 
offered  for  sale  by  auction.     The  Catalogue  of  the  First  Part  of  this 
collection  is  now  submitted  to  the  public.     Few  of  those  into  whose 
hands  it  is  likely  to  fall  need  be  informed  that -within  the  field  it 
covers  — it  comprises  a  greater  number  of  volumes  remarkable  for 
their  rarity,  value,  and  interest  to  special  collectors  and  to  book-lovers 
in  general,  than  were  ever  before  brought  together  in  an  American 
sale-room.     The  titles  of  the  books  and  tracts,  though  rarely  given 
without  abbreviation,  will  be  found  sufficiently  full  to  distinguish  the 
edition  or  impression,  and  accuracy  of  description  as  regards  binding 
and  general  condition  has  been  aimed  at,  throughout.     All  imperfec- 
tions discovered  by  the  compiler  of  the  catalogue  have  been  pointed 
out;  though  a  rigorous  collation  of  every  volume  was,  under  the 
circumstances,  impossible. 

Some  critical  readers  may  object  to  the  frequent  recurrence  of  the 
terms  "scarce,"  "rare,"  "superlatively  rare,"  and  so  on;  and  if  such 
terms  have  been  misapplied  the  objection  is  certainly  a  valid  one. 
But  it  is  believed  that  a  thorough  examination  of  the  catalogue  will 
show  that  reference  to  the  rarity  of  a  book  or  tract  has  been  omitted 
when  it  might  fairly  have  been  made,  ten  times  as  often  as  it  has  been 
made  without  warrant  of  critical  bibliography.     Turn,  for  example, 
to  the  collection  of  "Books  printed  in  New  England,  1640-1709"' 
(pages  87-126),  and  to  that  of  the  "Works  of  the  Mathers"  (pp.  127- 
176),  and  of  the  six  hundred  and  fifty  consecutive  titles  there  are 
scarcely  twenty  that  any  American  bibliographer  could   hesitate  to 
mark  "rare,"  or  "very  rare." 
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The  general  plan  of  the  Catalogue  is  indicated,  as  regards  the 
First  Part,  by  the  table  of  Contents,  prefixed.  The  arrangement  —  it 
can  hardly  be  called  a  classification  —  is  substantially  that  which  was 
adopted  by  Mr.  Brinley  himself,  for  his  book-shelves.  A  strictly 
alphabetical  arrangement,  by  authors'  names  or  titles,  would  perhaps 
have  been  more  acceptable  to  bibliographers,  but  the  extent  of  the 
library  rendered  such  an  arrangement  impracticable,  and  it  seemed 
inappropriate  to  the  sale-catalogue  of  a  library  which  is  not  less 
remarkable  for  the  completeness  of  its  collections  in  special  depart- 
ments, than  by  the  number  of  its  titles.

Jersey,  Pennsylvania,  and  Delaware,  witli  special  collections  of  works 
printed  by  William  Bradford,  Reynier  Jansen,  A.  Bradford,  S.  Keimer, 
Christopher  Sauer,  Benjamin  Franklin,  and  other  early  printers,  and 
a  collection  of  works  relating  to  the  Quakers  j  Maryland,  Virginia, 
and  the  Southern  colonies  and  states ;  the  American  Revolution ; 
Washingtoniana;  the  United  States,  since  the  establishment  of  Inde- 
pendence J  the  West,  California,  and  the  Pacific  coast ;  Mexico, 
Central  America,  the  West  Indies,  and  South  America ;  the  American 
Indians,  and  their  Languages ;  American  Biography;  American  Poetry; 
and  Books  printed  in  America  from  1709  to  1776. 

The  Third  Part  will  include  American  15ibles ;  Psalmody,  and 
Music ;  books  relating  to  Episcopacy  in  the  U.  States,  Methodism, 
the  Baptists,  and  other  denominations ;  Arts  and  Sciences ;  Educa- 
tion, including  early  School  Books  ;  Chap  Books  (a  large  and  curious 
collection);  Bibliography,  Catalogues,  etc.;  Miscellaneous  Works; 
Almanacs;  Broadsides;  Maps,  Prints,  and  Autographs.

Their  sister  Maliel 
married  John  Hayncs,  governor  of  Massachusetts  and  first  goverror  of  Connecticut. 
i>u."ing  Mr.  Shepard's  n.inistry  at  Earls  Colne  the  Harlakenden  fiimily  had  been  his 
warm  friends,  and  had  done  all  in  their  power  to  protect  him  from  the  persecution  which 
finally  drove  him  from  England.  Richard  Ilarlakenden's  first  wife  was  .Mice,  daughter 
of  Sir  M-^nry  Milibnay,  by  wliou)  he  had  the  son  Richard  to  whom  this  volume  is  dedi- 
cated. By  his  second  wife,  Mary  I>enny,  he  had  three  daughters,  Margaret,  Mary,  and 
Eliziheth.  Mary  died  yoimg.  The  others  were  about  sixteen  and  thirteen  years  of  age, 
respectively,  in  1651  ^which  fixes,  nearly,  the  date  of  publication.

Theso  five  Almanacs  (Nos.  fkig-jo^) — ci'ery  one  of  which  is  /'cliaal  to  be  L'NIQUE  — 
bolonned  tii  tlie  Rev.  Samuel  Iloiiuli  (Ilaui;!!),  Minister  of  Reading,  Mass.,  whose  name 
appears  on  the  title-page  of  th.>  Alman.ic  for  1644.  They  were  interleaved  by  him,  and 
contain  many  m.inuscript  entries?,  some  of  which  are  of  much  liistorical  v.alue,  and  nearly 
all  are  of  interest  '  ■  New  England  antiquaries.  They  passed  into  the  jiossession  of  Judge 
Sewall  (the  guardian  of  Mr.  Hough's  grand-child.en),  and  remained  in  the  Sewall  family 
until  they  were  purchased,  not  many  years  ago,  by  the  late  Mr.  John  K.  Wiggin  of  lioston, 
who  sold  them  to  Mr.  lirinley.  .\n  endorsement  on  the  cover  of  one  of  them  shows  that 
they  were  loaned  to  Mr.  John  Farmer  in  1S24,  and  again  in  1853.  Mr.  Farmer  commu- 
nicated to  Mr.  .Sav.igc  some  of  Mr.  llaugh's  notes  —  particularly,  the  one  which  records, 
against  June  15,  if)4.S,  ihe  Jirst  execution  in  Xe^l'  England  for  Witchcraft  (see  Savage's 
Winthrop,  ii.

Every 
page  has  matter  of  interest  to  students  of  Connecticut  history,  and  there  are  many  entries 
sufficiently  curious  to  attract  even  the  most  cursory  reader.  Here  is  one  account,  as  it 
stands  on  opposite  pages  of  the  ledger  (pp.   54,  55) ; 

"  1676.  Capt.  John  Stanton  of  Stonington,  Dr.  To  sundry  Commissions  gave  Capt. 
Stanton  to  proceed  ag'  y  Indians :  by  which  he  gained  much  on  sales  of  captives." 

"  Contra.  1677,  April  30.  Per  received  an  Indian  Girll  of  him,  about  7  :  years  old, 
which  he  gave  me  for  Commissions  on  the  other  side,  or  at  best,  out  of  good  will  for  my 
kindness  to  him." 
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That  Major  Talcott  was  careful  to  save  all  the  property  of  the  Colony  for  which,  as 
magistrate  or  treasurer,  he  was  in  any  measure  responsible,  the  following  entry  bears 
testimony ; 

"  1679.  Jan.  I.  Country,  Dk.  To  sn  much  paid  Wm.  Edwards,  for  taking  Henry 
Green  out  of  the  Dungeon,  being  dead,  —  cutting  off  his  legs  to  save  his  Irons,  &  seeing 
to  his  buriall,  for  which  I  promised  &  p'd  him  £00.10.00."

This  volume  —  rescued  a  few  yeaia  since  from  a  paper-mill  — is  of  much  interest  to 
('onnecticut  historians  and  antiquaries.  It  fills  a  gap  —  which,  certainly,  ought  never  to 
have  been  made  — in  the  original  records  of  Iwth  the  Hartford  County  Court  and  the 
Colonial  Courts  of  Equity.  Col.  Htzekiali  Wyllys,  of  Hartford,  was  iSecretary  of  the 
Colony,  from  1712  to  1735,  and  a  Judge  of  the  County  Court.
